‘swimming pool, and public liability 
on property damage on the skating 
rink was discussed, lt was decided to 
table the matter unti] the next meet- 
ing. 

Letters had been received from two 
residents regarding the sewer line to 
be constructed along Griesbach Street, 
consenting to the charge of approx- 
imately $69.65 for their part of the 
sewer. The Pioneer Elevator had not 
yet been heard from. The council 
decided if they, had a favorable ap- 
plication from the Pioneer Elevator 
Company and if the necesary sewer 
pipes can be obtained the matter wili 
he given further consideration. 

‘ The subject of holidays for the 
town engineer and the town secretary 
reasurer was brought up, {Ihe councii 
decided that eac’: should be given two 
weeks holidays as soon as arrange- 
ments could be made with the mayor. 
3 Under the scheme of beautifying 

the post office and town office 
grounds the problem of hitching 
posts for the Indians came up for 
discussion, After the matter had 
been discussed at some length it was 
thought best to leave it over for an- 
other meeting.

‘Imperial Oil Comp. 
And Oil Shortage 


The tight fue] oil supply situation 
in Canada’s is a reflection of the high 
' world-wide demand for Petroleum 
[.Peoripets In the western hemisphere 
‘an unprecedented demand for oil 
products has resulted from intense 
economic activity, removal of war 
rationing restrictions, extremely 
heavy domestic consumption, con- 
, tinued heavy military demand and 
; European requirements for recom 
struction, 

The situation on this continent has 
been made more acute by the general 
shortage of voal and gas which has 
led to a greatly increased use of 
petroleum fuels, There has been a 
, Sremendous increase in Canada and

a Canadian Pacific Railway train 
while she was enroute to Vancouver 
with her master, Charles Gough, of 
Beloeil.

the U.S. in the number of oi] furn- 
aces*space heaters, range burnors, 
water heaters and otter household 
oil burning equipment, In one Can- 
adian town of 7,000 a single dealer 
bought 2,500 space heaters for sale 
in his district. 

The oil economy’ of the western 
hemisphere is closely linked. Canada is 
the world’s second largest per capita 
consumer of petroleum, but produces 
only 10 per cent of her crude oil needs 
she must import the rest, . 

Although the industry is supplying 
neaity three times as’ much fuel vil 
as was used in 1939 there is still.a gap 
between supply and demand. This 
gap cannot immediately be closed 
because of shortages of materials for 
construction of increased refining und 
storage apacity, ships, pipe lines, 
railway'tank cars and all the other 
equipment needed for transporting, 
manufacturing and distributing crude 
oil and products, 

In 1929 Canada’s demand for mid- 
dle distillates was 6,925,000 ®arrels. 
It is estimated that the demand this 
year will total 19,600,080 barrels, 

[The tremendous increase in the 
amount of fuel oil which is being sup- 
plied does not mean large profits. 
Some increased business was done 
at a loss, Last winter the Imperial 
Oil Compan scoured the continent for 
available supplies and brought them 
to Canada, regardless of cost, 

Shortages of construction materials 
were and are important factors in th 
present Canadian situation, During 
the war both materials and manpower 
were lacking, Material for new refiner 
ies, pipe lines and transport cquip- 
ment became unobtainable at a time 
when existing units were being used 
to vapacity and the industry adopted 
a “mend and make do” program to 
keep production at the then record 
volume. s 

Old equipment was turned to new 
uses; obsolete units were overhauled 
to serve the pyramiding demands from 
the Allied forces, New products had 
to be developed and tested and re- 
tested before going on “active ser- 


vice.” 

The steel shortage means that 
plans for increased tankage, new 
refinery units, new tank ships and 


tank cars have been hampered ser- 
jously. When this shortage eases time 
still will be required to build all the 
facilities needed, 

“This shortages has also affected 
the oil fields where casing and tub- 
ing are in short supply. The increasea 
demand from the new developments 
at Leduc, Lloydminister, Princess and 
elsewhere have increased the demand 
and the shortage is expected to be 
felt until the end of this year. 

In the Dominion and Newfound- 
land, Imperial Oil expects to be able 
to look aftar its existing fuel oil 
vuustomers, but it is not accepting, any 
new contracts and has discontinued 
the sale of furnace fuel burners until 
additional supplies are assured, (‘The 
company does not deal in other oil- 
burning equipment.) As a protection 
to the public H. H. Hewetson presi- 
dent of Imperial Oil, last April 
warned prospective fuel oil users to

machinery and in inventing new types of machines which will increase the 
efficiency of farm work and cut down on the amount of manual labor which 
the farmer must do, In Canada, as well as in Britain, acute labor short- 
ages in recent years have increased the interest of farmers in mechanizing 
their farms. 


In this connection, however, owners of small farms, 
Farm Owners of which there are many, are faced with the problem 
of having to buy a number of high priced machines, 
Have Problem each with a seco function, with the result that 
much valuable equipment may lie idle for a good part of the year, The 
need for farm m@hines with multiple uses has long, been of interest to 
many farmers, and this subject was discussed: by agricultural experts when 
a demonstration of the latest types of farm machinery was held recently 
at Macdonald College, in the province of Quebec, There it was agreed that 
if Canadian food production is to be kept at a high level, wider use of ma- 
chinery will be necessary to offset shortages of labor.

Color Needed 
For Classrooms 


CHICAGO,—It is the color, of the} 
schoolroom that puts the student in 
the mood for studying, 

That is what O, H. Breidert, Chi- 
cago archicect, told the delegates of | 
the 16th annual conference of admin- | 
istrative officers of public and pri- 
vate schools meeting at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. | 

For example says Breidert, in a 


boys’ athletic dressing room, where 
the boys lounge and relax, a soft, 
restful blue should be used. In the 
room where the “red hot” pep talks 
take place, the walls should be paint- 
ed a dashing red color. 

A typical elementary classroom 
should have a landscape-type centre 
window with two side windows, The 
entrance to the room should have a 
glass panelled door with glass side 
lights.

Adequate lighting is another im- 
portant factor.

assure themselve of a definie oi] sup- 
ply before installing  oil-burning 
heaters, Early this year Imperial’s 
entire sales organization was noti- 
fied the company could mot take any 
more houshold heating oil business 
and this situation stil obtains, 

The company is doing everything 
in its power to ease the tight supply 
situation in Canada. Its refineries are 
running to capacity. It bas greatly 
increased importations of both crude 
oil and refined products, 

It is importing more crude oil 
from Venezuela and running it 
through a pipe line from New York 
to the refinery at Sarnia; it is build- 
ing additional tankage, as supplies 
are available, for an additional 140,- | 
000,000 gallons, principally in Quebas,' 


‘Tontatis and British Columbia, 

Imperial has already bought five 
new ocean going tankers for its own 
fleet and is chartering extra ships to 
increase the supply of crude; it is 
building three new tankers at Colling- 
wood Ontario; it is operating 2,709 
more tank cars than in 1939 and 
sending to more distant supply points 
to bring in crude oi] and its pro- 
ducts; it purchased, dug up, and rm 
laid an 80 year old pipe line to get 
more oil into Sarnia last winter. 

The company announced revently 
that it has acquired the [Whitchorse 
refinery for re-erection at Edmonton 
where it wil] process Leduc crude, 
This will save 18 months time as 
against building a new plant, but at 
no saving in cost of construction, 

The present tight supply situation 
is a temporary, not a permanent one. 
Expansion programs pianned or in 
progress will restore the oil industry's 
usual margin of supply over demand, 
but at present it is going all-out to 
manufacture and store the fuels whici 
wil] be needed this winter, The in 
dustry is using all its facilities, evel 
though some now pressed into service 
are antiquated and expensive to oper- 
ate, to serve Canada by doing every- 
thing posible to balance record de- 
mand with record supply, 


THE CHARTER. OF FREEDOM 
A short time ago it was the 732nd 
anniversary of the signing of the 
Mugna Carta by King John at Runny- 
mede. This historic document has 
been described by Lord Bryce as the 
starting point of the constitutional 
instruments which have mouliled 
men’s minds and ield together free 
‘governments not only in England but 
wherever the English race has gone 
and the English tongue is spoken. 

All English speaking countries 
acknowledge their debt to the Magna 
Carta, and accordingly it is common 
rallying. So far as we can see, the 
future of tive world in regard to 
peace and social] and economic pro- 
gress will depend greatly upon how 
the English speaking peoples work 
together, 'This is the time to find whe 
common basis upon which to build 
this friendship and co-operation, and 
few will deny that the love of free- 
dom and equa] rights for al] should 
be the corner stone of that structure. 
That is why the clauses of the Magna 
Carta which have endured _ fren ie 
the processes of centurjes of evola-

No freeman shall be taken or im- 
prisoned or disseised or exiled or in 
any way destroyed, nor will we go 
upon him, or send upon him except 
by lawful judgement of his peers, or 
by the law of the land. 

To no one will wa sell, 
will we refuse or delay, 
justice. 

The spirit of freedom has

and should be cherished by every
